After the Pole was cloſed with the Proclamations accuſto= 
med, and Caſt up at the Table, it was found that Mr. Borlace 
had 210, Sir Hump. Winche 1 75, Mr. Hobby 1 41. Sir Hump. 
Forfter 86. 


After the Caſting up the Pole, it was preſt by Mr. Hobby's 
Friends, that the Proclaiming the Burgeſſes might be defer- 
red, and a Meeting might be in the ſame place after Dinner, 
to Examine ſome Queries had been put upon ſome of Sir 
Hump. Winche's, and Mr. Hobby's Pole, which, though it ſeem- 
ed needleſs, conſidering the uncontroverted Majority of Sir 

| Hump. Winche's Votes, yet for quietneſs ſake was complyed 
with, and about four of the Clock that Afternoon, they met 
again in the Chancel, where, inftead of Examining Queries, 
Mr, Hobby tendred an Indenture, wherein he was Returned 
which the Conſtable refuſed to accept; and finding the Ma- 
jority of Votes clear for Mr. Borlace, and Sir Hump.
